Remarks 

1 . The objection, as set forth in the previous office action, has been withdrawn in 
response to applicants' amendment filed 03/06/2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 5, 6, 9, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 4-20, 23, 24, 26 and 27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In re claim 5, the current invention is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious 
improvement over the invention patented in US 7,084,080. The improvement 
comprises depositing silicon oxide performed by atomic layer deposition and comprises 
at least one cycle comprising introducing a silicon organic precursor into a deposition 
zone, wherein the silicon organic precursor has the following formula Si(NR 1 R 2 ) 4 . w L w or 
Si2(NR 1 R 2 ) 6 -zL z , and where R 1 and R 2 are, independently, selected from the group 
consisting of hydrogen, Ci-C 6 alkyl, C 5 -C 6 cyclic alkyls, halogen and substituted alkyls 
and cyclic alkyls, where N is nitrogen, where w equals 1 ,2, 3 or 4, where z equals 1 ,2, 3, 

4. 5, or 6 and where L is selected from the group consisting of hydrogen or halogen. 

In re claims 14 and 17, the current invention is deemed to be directed to a 
nonobvious improvement over the invention patented in US 7,084,080. The 
improvement comprises depositing silicon oxynitride performed by atomic layer 
deposition (claim 17) or chemical vapor deposition (claim 14) and comprises at least 
one cycle comprising introducing a silicon organic precursor into a deposition zone, 
wherein the silicon organic precursor has the following formula Si(NR 1 R 2 ) 4 - w L w or

Si2(NR 1 R 2 ) 6 -zL z , and where R 1 and R 2 are, independently, selected from the group 
consisting of hydrogen, Ci-C 6 alkyl, C 5 -C 6 cyclic alkyls, halogen and substituted alkyls 
and cyclic alkyls, where N is nitrogen, where w equals 1 ,2, 3 or 4, where z equals 1 ,2, 3, 
4, 5, or 6 and where L is selected from the group consisting of hydrogen or halogen.
